The mysterious, black-robed man called the Wizard, who came out of 
darkness to manage the two savage behemoths— Kamala the 
Ugandan Headhunter and Sika —has suddenly sold their contracts to 
the wily Mr. Fuji, as dark and as sinister as the Wizard himself. Now, 
the Wizard has left the World Wrestling Federation as suddenly as he 
appeared. Before leaving, however, he granted this final, exclusive 
interview with WWF Magazine. In his own words, he explains why he 
transferred his mammoth wrestlers to Mr. Fuji and what he believes to 


be their future in the ring. 


WWF: First of all, why have you 
decided to end your career as a 
WWF manager? 

Wizard: There is a time for all 
things. The stars decide it. This 
was my time. | have taken two 
men who have the potential to do 
great deeds in the World Wres- 
tling Federation and pointed them 
toward their future. They are 
ready. And | have found in Mr 
Fuji a man of genius and dark- 
ness who can guide them to 
their ultimate destinies. | have 
passed on the task to him. And 
he will be worthy of it. 

WWF: You say Mr. Fuji is a man 
of genius and darkness who can 
guide Kamala and Sika. Would 
you elaborate on this comment? 


Wizard: Mr. Fuji is a 

man of the East as am |, not of the 
West. He knows the secrets of the 
Orient. He has studied powers 
unknown to men of the West. His 
mind has been shaped by the 
traditions of Asia. It is a disciplined 
mind that enables him to see 
things clearly, to plot and plan with 
cleverness beyond that of most 
men. He has the ability to take the 
savagery of Kamala and Sika and 
focus it on the total destruction of 
their opponents — and to channel 
it toward greatness. Mr. Fuji has 
my respect. He knows the strategy 
and tactics of the wrestling ring. 
Kamala and Sika need this type of 
guidance to reach their goals. 
WWF: What goals? 
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Wizard: Greatness. Fame. The 
kind of greatness and fame that 
can be had only by reaching the 
top of the WWF. 

WWF: The top? You mean a 
championship? 

Wizard: | see the typical western 
mind cannot fathom my meaning, 
so | will explain further. Yes, | 
mean a championship. But not 
just a championship. | mean the 
World Championship. Hulk 
Hogan's championship. 

WWF: Beating Hogan is a tall 
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order. Who do you believe has 
the better chance to do it, Sika or 
Kamala? 

Wizard: Right now, | would have 
to say Kamala. He is larger than 
Hogan. Despite his size, Kamala 
is also as agile as a tiger. You 
have seen him mount the top 
rope and come down on his 
opponents like the wrath of the 
gods. Have you ever seen Hogan 
do this? Kamala has the size, 


power and agility to crush Hogan. 


And Hogan has no one like Mr. 


Fuji to instruct him and direct him 
from ringside. 

WWF: Do you think that Mr. Fuji 
will change Kamala in any way? 
Wizard: Every great teacher puts 
his mark on his student. | have 
put mine on Kamala. Mr. Fuji will 
put his. He will take this barbar- 
ous brute of a man, this basic 
killer of the jungle, and refine his 
tactics. He will helo Kamala adapt 
his jungle fighting to Asian com- 
bat. Most of all, Mr. Fuji will help 
Kamala by seeking out Hogan's 
weaknesses — he has many, | 
believe — and planning strategy 
to take advantage of these flaws. 
WWF: You say Hogan has flaws. 
He may, but if so, they aren't very 
obvious. 

Wizard: Your mind does not see 
beyond the surface. Think about 
it. Hogan now has the power in 
his hand. He is at the peak of the 
WWF. He is recognized and wor- 
shipped throughout the world. But 
nothing remains the same 
forever. His time is coming to an 
end. Remember, what goes up 
comes down — and he will come 
crashing down. Time — that is 
Hogan's greatest weakness. 
WWF: Is it possible, by focusing on 
Hulk Hogan as the main target, 
Fuji will leave Kamala and Sika 
vulnerable to other possible 
opponents? 

Wizard: Vulnerable? What do you 
mean vulnerable? Kamala and 
Sika are men of the wilds. They 
are primitive in body and soul. 
They live by combat, fire and 
Sword. They have evolved under 
the most savage kind of conditions. 
16 the mighty king elephant of the 
Impenetrable Forest vulnerable? Is 
the king gorilla of the Mountains 
of the Moon vulnerable? No. They 
are invincible. And so are Kamala 
and Sika. 

WWF: You admit that Kamala and 
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Sika аге wild men. It takes smarts 
to do well in the WWF. Could 
Kamala and Sika be too primitive 
to handle the really skilled opposi- 
tion they must meet on the way to 
the heights you claim they will 
reach? 
Wizard: They will overrun all 
opposition. The Romans were 
smarter that the barbaric Huns of 
Asia. The Huns rode over the 
Romans and destroyed their 
empire. The Huns were primitive, 
like Kamala and Sika. They were 
so primitive they struck cold fear 


into the hearts of their educated 
enemies. When the Romans saw 
the Huns, Roman brains and 
hearts turned to jelly. And 
besides, Mr. Fuji can think for 
Kamala and Sika. 

WWF: Kamala and Sika аге 

wild men. Do you think that Mr. 
Fuji will be able to control their 
brutish instincts? 

Wizard: | would not have sold 
their contracts to him if | thought 
otherwise. They can be controlled 
in ways | have disclosed to Mr 
Fuji. Some will remain a mystery 


to outsiders. One, | can tell you. 
Music soothes the savage beast. 
Soft music, quiet music of the 
Orient, calms them. The danger is 
that once the tempo picks up, 
once it sounds like the fierce beat 
of jungle war drums, their souls 
are set on fire. But that, too, is a 
weapon. Why do you think 
Kamala comes to the ring with 
drums in the background? The 
drums make him want war and 
destruction. 
WWF: Kimchee has also gone 
with Kamala to Mr. Fuji. What will 
his role be under a new 
manager? 

Wizard: The same as under me. 
Kamala knows Kimchee. Kamala 
trusts him. Kimchee is a valuable 
ally. His presence encourages 
Kamala in the ring. 


WWF: Have you given Mr. Fuji 
any parting advice? 

Wizard: | told him many things. 
Secret things that are not for the 
ears of unbelievers. The secrets | 
have passed on to Mr. Fuji are 
invaluable. Neither he nor | will 
ever reveal them, but you will see 
their meaning when Hulk Hogan 
falls from glory and Kamala seizes 
the honor that rightfully is his. 
WWF: You keep saying Hulk 
Hogan will fall. When will this 
happen? 

Wizard: That is not mine to say. 
The future is written in the stars of 
the eastern skies. Look to the 
darkness of the heavens at night. 
Watch the constellations. They 
are the heralds of Kamala's 
greatness. They alone will tell the 
time when he assumes the man- 
tle of power. | will follow the stars, 
So | will know when Kamala is 
ready. There is only one thing that 
is certain. He will be ready, and 
Hulk Hogan will reap the terrible

is jaunty gait can be 

detected in the far dis- 

tance. Massive arms swing 

from wide shoulders, and 
eyes sparkle. His presence dom- 
inates the landscape, whether it's 
a World Wrestling Federation 
arena or the wild and woolly Aus- 
tralian Outback. Even though ter- 
ror lurks a short distance away, he 
remains chipper and unafraid of 
the crocodiles yearning to devour 
him and the muscular athletes 
hoping to destroy him. 


“No.worries, mate,” he says 
with a wink. “l'm Outback Jack.” 

He is the latest reason for 
North Americans to be fascinated 
with the land down under. Folks in 
the United States and Canada 
have long been interested in 
exotic tales, of koalas, kangaroos 
and boomerangs, but only in 
recent years have the Australian 
people been а source of allure- 
ment. It may-have started with the 
band Men At Work— rock "n" roll 
minstrels of the Aussie lifestyle. 
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Water buffalo run wild in the Outback. Jack gets his jollies from wrestling these rugged horned critters. Jack comes 
from a country as rough as the American Old West. 


The steadfastness of the country’s 
yachting team in the America’s 
Cup helped. But, the new mes- 
senger of the country's amiability 
is а rough-and-ready but easy 
going son of the bush country, 
who has brought the excitement 
of the Aussie frontier to the WWF. 

From the moment Outback 
Jack appeared in the WWF, fans 
were in love with this sturdy native 
of his country’s Northern Territory. 
Despite the rigors of the mat 
wars, the talent of his opponent 
and the pressure of a match, he 
remains cool, calm, collected 
and, above all, a gentleman, 
polite to ladies and always ready 
to offer his hand to a friend. 

The 6-foot-6-inch, 280-pound 
ambassador of good cheer and 
muscle proudly calls the tiny town 
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of Humpty Doo home. "It's just a 
small place,” he says. “We have a 
pub, a general store and a petrol 
station. That's about it.” 

Population estimates range 
from 40 to 60, but there are many 
visitors. “You see,” Jack begins, 
“Humpty Doo has the last pub 
before you head down the track 
to the town of Katherine, about 
five hours away. A lot of folks stop 
by.” 
The braver ones engage in 
water buffalo chasing. "It's some- 
thing we do to amuse ourselves. 
You chase the water buffalo, 
catch ‘em, put 'em in the cattle 
truck and send ‘em to the butcher. 

Near Humpty Doo, across Dar- 
win Harbor, the Wogaite, an Abor- 
igine fishing tribe, reside. For 
close to six years, Outback Jack 


lived with them, and they now 
consider him one of their own. 
"They're lovely, warm blokes, 
not corrupted by the complica- 
tions cf modern living. In the time 
| spent with them, | learned more 
than any school could teach me. 
Long before the first white men 
arrived in Australia, the Wogaite 
mastered life in the Outback. 
They prepared me for anything. 
"If you're stuck for food, you dig 


' afew yams and sugar ants and 


eat “ет.” 

Wait— what are sugar ants? 
Not insects, right? 

“Sure, they're insects, mate. 
What else could they be? They're 
little creatures with a big bulb on 
the back. It tastes sweet. A little bit- 
ter, but you can eat ’em.” 

And what if you dont like ants? 


“Well, then you can bowl over а 
'roo—a small kangaroo, | 
mean — and: cook it over an open 
fire. Have yourself a feast. And 
there's a goanna. That's a bloody 
big lizard. 1 don't'know-what you 
can compare it to. The taste isn't 
bad— not. one of my favorites 
though. A little bit porky.” 

Other tips from the Wogaite: 
“Stay out of the midday. sun, It'll 
cook your: brain: And stay close to 
water. Australia is the driest conti- 
nent in the world.”

Like every old. Outback hand, 
the amiable Jack doesn't back 
away from a tangle. Fighting, he 
claims, came.naturally to him. “| 
never much thought about it. 
Didn't take lessons or anything 
like that. Га wrestle with the water 
buffaloes. That's all. Muckin’ 
around and tossin''em.” 

And what sporting chap 
doesn't enjoy.a good row in the 
pub? "When there's 40 blokes at 
the bar on a Saturday night and 
three sheilas, some fellas get 
nasty. You don't always get the 
hicest type of bloke in, and the 
drink makes 'im worse: Of course, 
you cant sit back and let 
these creeps bother the sheilas. 
So you go to defend a lady and 
end ир ina brawl with:the bad 
bloke and about 20 of his mates.” 

Any Secret to handling the dis- 
parity of numbers? "There's only 
one pub brawling technique | 
recommend, Outback Jack

responds. “You win.” 

As has been reported in this 
publication, Hulkamania swept 
through and:conquered Australia 
when the golden symbol of the 
grappling world first captured the 
WWE Championship. Fellows like 
the Rougeaus, the Killer Bees 
and Down Under's surprise 
team — Paul Roma and S.D. 
Jones — have seized the curious- 
ity and adulation of fáns there. 
The WWF dispatched its Sydney- 
based scouts into the country's 
remote régions in search of talent 
to. meet the natives’ swelling 
demands; Qutback Jack's style, 


they quickly concluded, was as 
satisfying as a Vegimate 
sandwich. 

A couple of bouts in Australia, 
and the WWF Board of Directors 
decided it was time to. import this 
specimen up north. Before mak- 
ing his American debut, Outback 
Jack paid a sentimental goodbye 
to his friends in the Wogaite tribe. 
Around a campfire, Jack's 
adopted family painted him in 
spiritual designs, danced to their 
gods, chanted and tapped 
rhythm sticks. "They.readied me 
for battle,” he states. 

There are many months of trials 
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With the Wogaite. Jack lived with a tribe of Australian Aborigines for several years. They taught him how to survive in 


the wild back country. 


ahead for the newcomer. Some 
expect his vast strength to plow 
him to the pinnacle of the federa- 
tion. Others predict painful expe- 
riences which will either 
discourage the grappler or moti- 
vate him to fight to higher pla- 
teaus. A few sadly forecast а 
change in Outback Jack's easy- 
going attitude; the deceptions, 
physical strains and mental exer- 
tion of professional wrestling tend 
to harden a man. 

But the wrestler points out that 
he is not as innocent as some 
assume. He has lived among the 
most dangerous snakes in the 
world and the dreaded saltwater 
crocodiles — surviving on his wits 
more than his brawn. 

While he still is in the process 
of enlarging his repertoire, he 
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comes to the WWF with a finish- 
ing hold he learned from the very 
man-eating crocodiles he 
opposed. His “crocodile roll” beg- 
ins with a front facelock and ends 
with a spinning neckbreaker — 
invoking images of the savage 
water creature's biting its prey 
and ripping off pieces by spin- 
ning round and round in the 
water. 

Another move with roots in 
Jack's native Outback is the 
boomerang. The boomerang is 
Jack's version of the clothesline, 
one of the most damaging blows 
in wrestling. The clothesline is a 
shattering blow delivered with the 
arm extended horizontally. Nor- 
mally, the strike is to the front of 
the victim's neck. Jack's boome- 
rang starts that way but ends with 


the big Australian hammering a 
second blow to the back of his 
opponent's neck. Like the wea- 
pon for which the move is 
named, Jack strikes, moves past 
his opponent and then returns for 
the kill. 

Jack seems yet to discover his 
own power. “When | apply the 
crocodile roll or hit someone with 
a boomerang, most times | near 
knock the bloke senseless. | don't 
mean to — I'm fair — but it 
happens." 

Fair or not, Outback Jack is 
going to need every resource to 
battle the wild things roaming the 
World Wrestling Federation. He 
із more than game. “l'm here 
to give it my best go,” he says. 
"A bloke can only do that — 
cant he?" WF 


hey both are mountains of 

brutality and strength far 

beyond that of ordinary 

mortals. Neither has an 
ounce of pity in his colossal body. 
Each enters the ring bent on des- 
troying his opponent as quickly 
and in the most devastating way 
possible. Although each is unde- 
niably unique, King Kong Bundy 
and Kamala the Ugandan Head- 
hunter are in many ways two of a 
kind. And if they realize that fact, 
the outcome could conceivably 
lead to a ring confrontation to set- 
tle once and for all which of the 
two is the superior power.

Imagine it. The combined 
weight of their gargantuan 
bodies, each well over 400 
pounds, could disable a pas- 
senger elevator; and their com- 
bined strength could probably lift 
one, too — full. Two battlers with 
torsos twice the size of an ordi- 
nary male's and larger than the 
vast majority of World Wrestling 
Federation greats would square 
off with blood in their eyes. Think 
about these masses of muscle 
and cruelty colliding with earth- 
shaking force. One would have to 
witness a battle between two 
rogue bull elephants to see a bat- 


tle of similar scale. The meeting 
of their barrel-chested frames 
would be thunderous. 

What would it be like, a match 
between the slavering Ugandan 
and the coolly murderous Bundy? 
An analysis of the way they dis- 
pose of their adversaries can 
offer some insight into what 
would happen in a meeting for all 
the marbles. 

Of the two, Bundy is by far the 
more traditional wrestler Bundy is 
no fool, although his intelligence 
is frequently underrated, a point

in his favor. Video analysis reveals 
that Bundy's match strategy is 
largely based on timed, traditional 
moves. Bundy Effectively uses 
bone-crushing headlocks, leg- 
drops, scissors and abdominal 
stretches. But what he lacks in 
quickness, Bundy makes up for in 
sheer mass, and his tactics cap- 
italize on this fact. Some of his 
opponents have made the fatal 
mistake of trying to pick him up, a 
move he allows them to try. 
Bundy recognizes the value of let- 
ting his opponents expend their 
energy in fruitless endeavors like 
trying to bodyslam his monstrous 
form. It also gives him the oppor- 
tunity to abuse his opponent's 
body with those immense arms 
while the wrestler strains and 
heaves against him. 

A typical Bundy offensive is a 
storm of vicious intimidation and 
calculated power. Usually, he 
enters the ring composed but 
comes out snarling at the bell. In 
the opening moments of a match, 
he will allow his opponent to 
strike first and then witness the 
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absolute lack of effect of the 
effort. Bundy might even smile at 
this point. Then he will release a 
flurry of pile-driving forearms, 
usually to the head or neck area 
in an effort to drive his opponent 
into a corner. King Kong Bundy is 
most often inclined to treat the 
stunned wrestler to his own pat- 
ented man-made disaster — the 
"avalanche." 

The avalanche is most simply 
described as the abrupt loss of 
consciousness due to locomotive 
impact — 450 pounds of Bundy 
impact. It is a symbol of Bundy's 
viciousness that fans have come 
to expect. Once Bungy avalanches 
an opponent, the match is over. 
After the wrestler drops to the mat, 
Bundy usually goes for his stan- 
dard five-count pin, a practice 
previously unheard of in the WWF 
but one upon which Bungy insists. 

Perhaps King Kong Bundy's 
wrestling attitude is best summed 
up in this rare comment on the 
avalanche: “І enjoy avalanching, 
feeling the impact of my physique 
on these so-called 'wrestlers. A 
champion should have that kind 
of power. Only a champion of 


champions can go for a 
five-count.” 

Bundy's strategy is as predic- 
table as it is overpowering. Kama- 
la's attack is predictably 
unpredictable, but just as devas- 
tating. So devastating, in fact, that 
WWF President Jack Tunney has 
threatened to ban Kamala's 
undeniably astonishing top-rope 
“splash,” a terrifying move that 
gives Kamala the edge over 
Bundy in terms of stretcher statis- 
tics (in the last four months the 
Headhunter has sent some 25 
wrestlers out of the ring on a 
stretcher, compared to 15 for 
Bundy). 

This reporter asked Kamala to 
comment on the proposed ban of 
the splash, through his masked 
interpreter, Kimchee, who 
accompanies Kamala and his 
manager, the eccentric Wizard, to 
all matches. The interpreter, how- 
ever, refused to translate the 
question to the restless Kamala. 
Apparently aroused by the tone of 
Kimchee's voice, the Headhunter 
abruptly ended what would have 
to be one of the shortest inter- 
views in WWF Magazine history 


(not one guestion was answered) 
by jumping to his feet, knocking 
Over his chair and snarling at this 
reporter, who left the room before 
the Ugandan became further 
aroused. 

Itis this unpredictable guality, 
let alone his size, that makes the 
Headhunter so lethal and which 
would challenge Випау 5 super- 
iority in intelligence and technique. 
Accustomed to fighting with a 
no-holds-barred, primal wildness, 
Kamala’s fierce survival instincts 
allow him to react quickly to 
danger and create new responses 
never seen before in the WWF. 

For instance, an average 
Kamala attack includes a hurri- 
cane of vicious, chaotic side kicks 
and footwork, factors which are 
minimalized in Bundy's game 
plan. Once Kamala enters the 
ring, he will typically circle his 
opponent and expose him to irra- 
tional facial expressions of alter- 
nating curiosity and unrestrained 
anger. Often, wrestlers are 
unnerved by this weird behavior 
even before any of Kamala’s 
overwhelming strength has been 
demonstrated. Usually only 
moments pass before Kamala 
demonstrates his power with pul- 
verizing kicks, chops or forearm 
smashes. 

The Headhunter frequently 
goes to work with his forehead, 
too. Kamala's crunching forehead 
smashes are fearsome. If a 
wrestler strays within range of the 
Headhunter's vicelike arms, it is 
more than likely that the last thing 
he will see before hitting the can- 
vas is Kamala's frenzied eyes and 
the broad surface of his steel- 
hard forehead coming down like 
a battering ram. Once a man is 
down and almost out, Kamala, 
like Bundy, likes to finish him off 
with a terrible display of power, an 
aerial splash off the top rope. 

Moving as if he had all the time 
in the world— which he usually 
does — Kamala drags his groggy 
opponent to within range of the 
ropes. Even fans who know 
what's coming next are awed 
when they see the barefooted 
giant agilely mount the top rope 
and stand poised for his assault. 
Gasps of awe and fear come

from the crowd as Kamala 
launches his elephantine bulk 
into the air and crashes down on 
his victim. No one has ever 
walked away once Kamala has 
blitzed him this way. 

Given their differences as well 
as their similarities, who would 
leave the ring a victor if Kamala 
and Bundy ever collided? It still is 
hard to say. Neither would have 
the advantage in strength, 
although Bundy could have a very 
slight edge. Kamala's surprising 
Speed could counter Bundy's 
strategy and skill. On the other 
hand, Bundy's cold-blooded cal- 


culating could take advantage of 
Kamala's slavering rage and trick 
him into a mistake. 

Probably the outcome would 
hinge on which could weaken the 
other first so that bulk could be 
brought into play. Fans would wit- 
ness spectacular in-fighting as 
the two men tried to batter one 
another into vulnerability for a 
crushing finisher. 

How would each attempt it? 
Who would survive? Perhaps 
immense questions such as 
these are reason enough for a 
meeting between Bundy and 
Kamala. WA 
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lame the Honky Tonk 
Man's mother. He says his 
nasty philosophy of life is 
her fault. 

“My mama always told me, ‘Do 
unto others as they do unto you.’ 
Well, a lot of people in the WWF 
been doing me wrong—and I'm 
gonna do 'em wrong right back.” 

Foremost on Honky Tonk's list 
is World Wrestling Federation 
Heavyweight Champion Hulk 
Hogan. “Hulk Hogan’s the one 
who originally invited me here. | 
now know he needed me 
because his popularity was wan- 
ing. He used me to bring the 
crowd over to his side.” 

Think the claim is outrageous? 
You haven't heard anything yet: 
“My reliable sources tell me that, 
away from the arena, Hulk Hogan 
is imitating me — greasing up his 
hair in a pompadour. It's really a 
pathetic thing. Everybody knows 
the Honky Tonk Man don't use 
grease in his hair —this is the 
way | look when | wake up in the 
morning. Not only is Hogan using 
grease, but he's walking the 
streets in original, spangled 
Honky Tonk Man jumpsuits.” 

Even as a child, the Honky 
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Make Music Together 


Tonk Man had an active 
imagination, believing that there 
was a conspiracy to keep him on 
his parents’ farm forever. “Every- 
body was in on it,” he says, "my 
olks, the farmhands, the animals. 
They all wanted me to be another 
poor working slob. But | set them 
straight. | told my father, ‘This irri- 
gation ditch of a life ain't for me. 
You can die here — be my guest. 
'm splitting.” 

So, with a guitar on his 
shoulder and a suitcase bursting 
with 1950s records, Honky Tonk 
ode his thumb to Memphis. He 
bummed around for a few weeks 
before landing a gig at a small 
club. He was not well-received. 

"Those idiots —the stupid cus- 
tomers said | was a cheap Elvis 
imitator. Have you ever heard any- 
thing so ridiculous? I ain't nothing 
like Elvis. He was grotesque — fat 
with dyed black hair and a nasal 
twang more annoying than a 
used car salesman." 

The vocal entertainer rarely let 
an insult pass, putting down his 
guitar to sermonize about the 
faults of his "hick" audiences and 
Memphis' best-loved singer. He 
quickly discovered that he had a

penchant for fighting — as he 
battled his way home after each 
99. 
Eventually, his combat skills 
won him a place in the WWF. 
Honky Tonk started his way up 
the WWF ladder by winning 
some quick victories. The way he 
saw it, he was owed instant fame 
and fan adulation. But neither was 
immediately forthcoming. Honky 
Tonk became envious of Hulk 
Hogan and other top stars. At the 
suggestion of commentator Jesse 
"The Body” Ventura, Honky Tonk 
asked WWF fans to give him a 
vote of confidence. When the bal- 
lots were tallied, the wrestler 
learned the sad truth —the over- 
whelming majority of spectators 
did not put him in Hogan's 
league. 

The bitter competitor was per- 
fect putty for manager Jimmy 
"Mouth of the South" Hart. He 
bolstered Honky Tonk's confi- 
dence by constantly mentioning 
the grappler's numerous skills. 
Furthermore, Hart insisted that 
the vote tally was inaccurate. Only 
three people voted against the 
Honky Tonk Man, Hart claimed — 
Junk Yard Dog, Hulk Hogan and 


WWF President Jack Tunney. 

Honky Tonk didn't even read 
the contract before signing 
with Hart. It was a smart move. 
Hart took the Honky Tonk Man 
and made him a star, finally 
getting him a WrestleMania III 
match with Jake “The Snake” 
Roberts. The Mouth of the South's 
latest charge named him “The 
Colonel,” as in Elvis’ manager, 
Colonel Tom Parker. 

"That's right, baby, l'm the 
Colonel," Hart says. "Everyone 
knows that Colonel Parker guided 
Elvis to the top. Гт a better busi- 
nessman than Colonel Parker, 
and the Honky Tonk Man is a 
much better talent than Elvis. He’s 
a better singer, and he wears bet- 
ter outfits. Have you ever seen 
anybody wear outfits like the 
Honky Tonk Man? No way. He's 
an original from the word “до.” 

The manager says that he is 
justified in debasing Elvis’ name 
because “me and Elvis were like 
that.” He crosses his fingers and 
raises the pitch of his voice. “Like 
that. We both went to Humes 
High School in Memphis. We 
both were produced by Sam Phil- 
ips and recorded for Sun 
Records (Hart, indeed, did record 
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a number of hits asa member of 
The Gentrys in the 1960s). We 
both cut records at the American 
Recording Studio. 

"Elvis was a user — no ques- 
tion. He tried to look and act like 
me. And he was dumb, too. 
Ooooooh, he was dumb! He 
wanted to buy his mama a 
Rambler after.he got famous. I 
said, 'C'mon, Elvis, a Rambler? 
Get her a Cadillac and go in 
style." 

A listener to Hart's blustering 
grows a touch skeptical when 
realizing that the Colonel was 
barely out of the sixth grade 
when Mrs. Presley received her 
first Caddy. "Oh, | just knew you 
were gonna ask about that," 
Jimmy responds. "It's really very 
simple. Colonel Jimmy Hart was 
always ahead of his time — 
whether he was concentrating on 
music or on wrestling."

He has told as much to his pro- 
tégé. Boasts the Honky Tonk 
Man, “He said the reason he’s 
managing me is that he can see 
the future — and | have a belt 
around my waist in the crystal 
ball. He likes the way | walk, he 
likes the way | talk, he likes the 
way | strut and he likes the way | 
stroll." 

And he likes Honky Tonk's 
shake, rattle 'n' roll reverse 
neckbreaker — a move the 
wrestler says is used to "make 


my opponent's head shake, rattle 
'n' roll across the ring." 

In a bout against rugged Cor- 
poral Kirchner, televised on NBC's 
Saturday Night's Main Event, 
Honky Tonk was forced to 
employ the maneuver not once, 
but twice. Before the match even 
began, Honky Tonk did a wriggly 
dance that climaxed with the 
wrestler tossing his towel to the 
crowd. The fans responded by fir- 
ing up Kirchner with chants of 
"U.S.A! U.S.A!” The paratrooper 
reversed an Irish whip, back- 
dropped, bodyslammed and 
dropkicked his foe. Honky Tonk 
fell out of the ring into the arms of 
Hart, who comforted the unpopu- 
lar Tennesseean by combing his 
pompadour. Returning to the ring, 
Honky Tonk forgot about the 
scientifics of the sport, kneeing 
the Corporal in the stomach, 
hammering at the back of his 
head and elbowing him in the 
neck. With the crowd raging, the 
gaudy rulebreaker wiggled with 
joy. The match went back and 
forth for a while — Kirchner's 
heartiness and the crowd's 
cheers enabled him to overcome 
the first shake, rattle 'n' roll 
reverse neckbreaker and slow 
down Honky Tonk with a suplex. 
But Jimmy Hart has transformed 
his grappler into a man who 
refuses to go down. After being 
whipped into the corner, Honky 
Tonk waited for Kirchner to 
charge him, then moved out of 
the way. He pounced on the Cor- 
poral with an elbow drop, follow- 
ing with another reverse 
neckbreaker and a pin.

He 
virtually destroyed Corporal Kirchner, 
outfoxing him and finishing him off 
with a “shake, rattle 'n' roll,” below 
left. 


The match introduced 
untold millions to the new 
Honky Tonk Man. After the 
Kirchner match, Honky Tonk 
continued to win big. Then came 
his seething brawl with Roberts 
in WrestleMania Ill. "Everyone 
watching WrestleMania Ill saw 
that I'm a rich girl's lover and a 
poor girl's dream,” the wrestler 
vaunts. "And now all the fans are 
trying to jump on the Honky Tonk 
bandwagon. | don't need these 
Johnny-come-latelies now. | have 
the Colonel." 

And the Colonel has some big 
plans. "One day, the Honky Tonk 
Man is gonna own a mansion in 
Memphis that'll make Graceland 
look like the servant's quarters. 
There's gonna be a statue of him 
in the center of town. And they're 
gonna take down the sign for 
Elvis Presley and change it to 
Honky Tonk Man Boulevard." Wr

ans watching around the 

world saw it on television. 

Adorable Adrian Adonis, 

cackling cruelly, worked over 
Brutus Beefcake's slicked-down hairdo wit? 
a scissors. Leering, Adonis held up the tufts 
of hair he had clipped and then released 
them to rain down on his shorn victim. Only, 4. 
Adonis didn't know he had just clipped his 
buddy Beefcake. The Adorable One thought 
that Brutus was Rick Martel of the Can-Am 
Connection. 

But Adonis had goofed. As a result of some 
fancy footwork by Martel, Brutus ended up in the 
corner where Rick had been seconds before. 
Adonis had been too intent on dirty tricks to notice 
the switcheroo. The Adorable One now rues the day 
because Brutus is now after his scalp. The match 
that led to Adonis' boo-boo was a six-man tag team

bout. On one side were the 
Can-Am Connection (Tom 

Zenk along with Martel) and 
Leaping Lanny Poffo; on the other, 
Adonis and the Dream Team — 
Beefcake and Greg “The 
Hammer” Valentine. Adonis’ 
manager, Jimmy "Mouth of the 
South" Hart, was in the corner. So 
was the Dream Team's mentor, 
Johnny V, plus Dino Bravo, another 
of Johnny's grapplers. 

Brawling began even before 
the opening bell, as Adonis lit into 
Poffo, who had read a poem 
before the match describing 
Adonis as a "fat slob." In seconds, 


all six men were blasting away at 
one another. The immediate los- 
ers were the Dream Team and 
Adonis, who were tossed out of 
the ring by the Connection and 
Poffo. 

The bout returned to a semb- 
lance of normalcy as Beefcake 
led off against Martel. Beefcake 
quickly got the worst of it as Martel 
slammed him into the turnbuckle 
and, moments later, rolled him 
over for what looked like a sure 
pin. Valentine, however, interfered, 
saving his partner. 

Next, Zenk and Valentine tore 
into one another. Zenk wrenched 


Adrian chops away, intent on skullduggery, not knowing the identity of his 
struggling victim. It was a bad mistake by Adonis. 
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Valentine's arm with a lock, but 
The Hammer chopped and 
kicked his way free. Moving like a 
flash, Zenk attempted a sunset 
flip, but Valentine held the ropes 
and thwarted it. The two then hit 
one another with assorted 
weapons — dropkicks, clothes- 
lines and chops — before tagging 
out to their respective partners. 

Martel and Beefcake fenced, 
then Martel grabbed Beefcake 
and hurled him to the buckle 
again. Beefcake seemed headed 
for trouble but, again, Valentine 
entered to interfere. Valentine and 
Beefcake — roaring encourage- 
ment to one another — poured in 
on Martel. Chopping, throwing 
lefts and rights and continuously 
moving, the Canadian half of the 
Connection fought them off. And 
when Adonis attempted to enter 
the fray, Martel heaved his 
blubbery body over the top rope 
and out of the ring. 

His attention on Adonis, Martel 
was jumped again by Valentine 
and Beefcake. Staggered, Martel 
was scooped and 
slammed to the mat 
by Beefcake, who 
then shoved the 
Canadian into , 
the corner.

Groggy, back to the buckle, 
Martel shuddered under a series 
of thunderous blows by Brutus. 
The crowd groaned each time 
they heard Beefcake’s rock-hard 
fists hammer into Martel's ribs, 
midsection and head. 

As Beefcake beat Martel, with 
Valentine hovering over the Can- 
adian from outside the ropes, 
Adonis and Hart huddled by the 
ring apron. Hart reached down, 
then handed an instrument to 
Adonis. It was a scissors, which 
Adonis brandished with evil glee. 

Grabbing what he thought was 
Martel's head from behind, Ado- 
nis chopped away with the scis- 
sors. Unknown to Adrian, Martel 
had seconds before grasped 
Beefcake around the waist and 
spun him around so that Beef- 
cake's back was against the turn- 
buckle. Martel pounded Beefcake, 


Beefcake, who tried to avoid fire 
by shielding his face, a move that 
led to Adonis's error. 

As Adonis finished the clip job, 
a horrified Beefcake lurched 
away, both hands clutching his

head. Adonis, in shock, realized 
his blunder. And Martel, forgotten 
by his opponents, slid in on Beef- 
cake from behind and got the pin.

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BATTLE OF THE 


TITANS 


ANDRE HUMBLES HOGAN AS HERCULES WINS BATTLE ROYAL 


t was in every sense of the 
word a battle of titans. Twenty 
of the World Wrestling Federa- 
tion’s stellar athletes struggled 
and strained inside the same ring, 
the goal of each to remain there 
alone after every other man had 
been thrown out over the top 
rope. In itself, the over-the- 
top-rope battle royal seen early 
in March on NBC television’s 
Saturday Night's Main Event was 
an awesome spectacle of brawn 
and brawling. But this one had 
yet another dimension which 
added greatly to the tension and 
excitement of the conflict. Pitted 
against one another were several 
of the mat warriors who in just 
a few weeks would meet in the 
ultimate confrontation of 
WrestleMania Ill. 

Key among these contenders 
were Andre the Giant and WWF 
Champion Hulk Hogan, between 
the ropes together for the 
first time since Andre challenged 
the champ to a title match in 
WrestleMania Ill. Even before 
the match began, it was obvious 
that the Giant's wily manager, 
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Striding toward 
the ring like a 
vengeful colossus, 
and led by Heenan, 
came Andre, his 
face grim and 
awtul eyes alight 
with frightening 
purpose. 


Bobby “The Brain” Heenan, saw 
it as a way to give his mammoth 
wrestler a psychological and 
physical edge for the title bout to 
come. Andre, who has won more 
battle royals than any other man, 
had a single mission in this one 
—to humble Hogan and strike 
fear into his heart. 


Heenan, moreover, had an 
even more insidious plan. Among 
the men in the ring were 
members of his wrestling stable, 
including the brutal Hercules 
Hernandez and Paul “Mr. Wond- 
erful” Orndorff. During the fracas, 
their job was to work Hogan over 
so he would enter the Wrestle- 
Mania III ring battered and 
weakened. 

Fans present for the match, as 
well as those following it on tele- 
vision, were at a fever pitch as the 
contestants were introduced. Into 
the ring came Sika, Leaping 
Lanny Poffo, Koko B. Ware, the 
Killer Bees, the Islanders, Hillbilly 
Jim, the Natural Butch Reed, 
Black Jack Mulligan, the Outlaw 
Ron Bass, Nikolai Volkoff, Ax and 
Smash, Billy Jack Haynes, the 
Honky Tonk Man, Hernandez and 
Orndorff. The cheering and jeer- 
ing in the arena increased to 
thunder. Then, the audience col- 
lectively gasped. Striding toward 
the ring like a vengeful colossus, 
and led by Heenan, came Andre, 
his face grim and awful, eyes 
alight with frightening purpose. 


As the battle begins, the other men in the ring draw back in awe, while Andre the Giant and Hulk Hogan glare at one 
another, Seconds later, the war was on. Twenty brawny bodies collided with thunderous force. Over it all towered 
Andre, his eyes on Hogan. 
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Laughing with vicious glee, Andre seizes the Hulkster by the hair just prior to delivering a murderous head butt. 


The Giant stepped over the 
rope and stood there, glaring 
toward the dressing room for the 
man he wanted to destroy. To the 
tumultuous roar of the crowd, that 
man — Hulk Hogan—rushed 
down the aisle, his face charged 
with emotion, his muscular body 
ablaze with energy. Hogan had 
obviously recovered from the 
shock of his betrayal by Andre 
and was ready for the Giant. 

Once Hogan entered the ring, 
he and Andre faced one another, 
their eyes locked in psychological 
combat. The other grapplers 
stood back, as if fearful of the 
power displayed before them. 
Suddenly, Orndorff and Hernandez 
leapt upon Hogan, and the war 
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began. Battered into a corner, 
Hogan fought off the fists and kicks 
of his two assailants. As all of the 
participants started brawling, the 
ring was filled with struggling and 
flying bodies. 
The mass of combatants sep- 
arated Andre and Hulk, who was 
under continuous assault from 
Heenan's men and their assorted 
allies, such as Reed and the 
Honky Tonk Man. Across the ring, 
towering above the rest, Andre 
acted as if he hardly noticed the 
strife around him. As bodies 
bounced off him, he looked around 
the ring for Hogan. Spotting him, 
the Giant began to move. His 
gargantuan size and power were 
never more evident. Looming 


above the striving men of might, 
Andre waded through them as if 
they were children. His fearsome 
gaze was fixed on Hogan, still 
assailed from all sides across 
the ring. 

It was obvious that Andre had a 
single-minded strategy — to clear 
the ring so he could get at the 
champion. The Giant used all the 
terrifying weapons at his disposal. 
He slapped, whacked and hurled 
bodies aside, chopping down the 
opposition one and sometimes 
two at a time. Hillbilly Jim stag- 
gered as Andre stunned him with 
a head butt. Three-hundred- 
pound Sika went over the ropes 
as Andre flung him aside. Then, 
hardly looking at his victim, the

Giant tossed out Haku of the 
Islanders. 

Slowly, methodically destroy- 
ing all in his path, Andre stalked 
the champion. It was an Andre no 
one had ever before seen. An 
Andre without pity. A titanic fight- 
ing machine. He was fear person- 
ified. Under another Giant head 
butt, Poffo went out of the ring, 
knocked cold. Slamming Mulligan 
into a corner, Andre slapped 
away a Killer Bee as if brushing 
off a pesky fly. Hogan, meanwhile, 
continued to battle a swarm of 
attackers, who several times 
almost had him out of the ring. 

Far from withering under 
the assault, Hogan smacked 
Hernandez with an elbow, then 


scooped up Bass and tossed him 
to the arena floor. Andre, mean- 
while, threw out Mulligan, han- 
dling the 300-pound-plus Texan 
with chilling ease. Volkoff was 
Hogan's next victim, as the 
champ began to take charge of 
his side of the ring. 

Hogan's progress was halted, 
however, when Orndorff jumped 
him and smashed his head into 
the turnbuckle. Andre, on the other 
hand, continued his work as a 
wrecking machine, flooring Ware 
and repeatedly stomping him, as if 
trying to smear Koko all over the 
mat. Dazed, Hogan shuddered 
under the fists and knees of Her- 
nandez and Orndorff, who had 
the champ boxed in a corner. 


As the bout drew 
to a close, only Haynes and Hernandez remains in the ring. 
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Moving as a team, they grabbed 
Hogan's legs and heaved, but the 
Hulkster kicked them off. Coming 
ever closer to the champ, Andre 
grabbed Hillbilly Jim and Billy 
Jack Haynes by the scruff of the 
neck and slammed their heads 
together, sending both to the 
canvas. 

By then, the ring had been 
cleared enough so that only a few 
men remained between Andre 
and Hogan. As if by a precon- 
ceived plan, Hernandez and 
Orndorff seized Hogan by the 
arms and threw him at Andre. 
Slamming into Andre, Hogan 
looked up at the Giant, shaking 
his head for a moment as if still 
not believing what was happen- 
ing. As the Giant sent a massive 
right hand hurling toward 
Hogan's head, the champ 
snapped back into action, 
blocked the blow and retaliated 
with several rights of his own that 
hammered into Andre’s massive 
frame and head. Holding his 
skull, the Giant reeled back under 
the champion's furious assault. 

Before Hogan could press his 
advantage, however, he came 
under fire from Orndorff and Ax. 

It was their mistake. First Ax was 
thrown from the ring, then Hogan 
scooped up Orndorff and sent 
him through the air to the 
concrete. 

While disposing of Orndorff, 
however, Hogan made a fatal 
mistake. He turned his back on 
the Giant. His face alight with 
ferocious glee, Andre grabbed 
Hogan by the hair from behind 
and delivered a pulverizing head 
butt. Then, with only a hint of exer- 
tion, the Giant calmly flipped 
Hogan over the ropes. Hogan 
bounced on the ring apron and 
then sprawled on the floor. 

Infuriated and humiliated, 
Hogan tried to regain the ring, but 
several officials intervened and 
forced him to depart for the 
dressing room. Andre watched 
Hogan leave, then waved him off 
derisively, scorn written across his 
face. 

As the battle continued, Andre

continued to wreak havoc until 
eight wrestlers — including Ware, 
Hillbilly Jim and Smash — ganged 
up on him. Heaving, shoving and 
grunting, they hoisted the Giant 
toward the top rope. He resisted 
and almost broke free, but his 
tormentors summoned up 
reserves of strength and slowly 
toppled his immense body over 
the rope. 

Andre, apparently content that 
he had humbled Hogan, walked 
away from the ring. Between the 
ropes, however, the battle con- 
tinued. Minutes later, only 
Haynes, Hernandez and Smash 
remained. 

Haynes and Hernandez, sche- 
duled to meet in WrestleMania II/, 
eyed one another cautiously. 
Smash then barreled into Billy 
Jack who, turning to meet the 


attack, was also hit by Hernandez. 
Bounced off the ropes by his 
attackers, Haynes went down 
under their double clothesline. 
Groggy, he was easy prey. Her- 
nandez and Smash kicked, 
punched and chopped Haynes. 
Hernandez particularly seemed 
to be enjoying the affair. Stepping 
back, he began to orchestrate the 
beating, instructing Smash in the 
proper methods of punishment. 
With Haynes all but out, Hernan- 
dez motioned for Smash to stand 
back, then whipped Haynes off 
the rope. As he came off the 
ropes, however, Haynes tried a 
last-ditch tactic and, hurling 
toward a waiting Smash, ham- 
mered him with an elbow. Over 
the top went Smash. 

Now it was Hernandez and 
Haynes, deadly enemies, alone. 


Furious, they sailed into one 
another with fists crunching into 
muscle and bone. Haynes 
seemed to be prevailing, when 
Bobby Heenan, lurking at ring- 
side, intervened in behalf of 
Hernandez. 

Heenan climbed up to the ring 
apron, making sure Haynes saw 
him. Haynes broke off the attack 
on Hernandez and went for Hee- 
nan. As Hogan had done several 
minutes before, Haynes made a 
terrible error. He turned his back 
on his opponent. Hernandez was 
on Haynes in a flash and, from 
behind, flung him over the ropes. 

The battle royal was over. Andre 
had not reigned supreme but 
was nevertheless triumphant. 
lernandez had new glory. And 
eenan had it all—that is, until 
restleMania Ill.
